DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . In view of amendments and applicant's arguments, the Examiner withdraws the 
objection to claims 1,11,17 and the rejection under 35 USC 1 03(a) to claims 1 1 -20. 
The cancellation of claims 1-10, 12, 18-20 and the addition of claims 21-31 is 
acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 11, 13-17 and 21-31 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 1 , the prior art of record does not show an outer rotor as 
described in claim 1 1 wherein the bottom includes pass-through holes radially formed in 
the bottom and a plurality of cooling fins projecting from one side of respective ones of 
the pass-through holes toward an outside of the outer rotor, and wherein at least a 
portion of the side wall circumscribes the cooling fins and is formed with a height that is 
at least substantially equal to or greater than that of the cooling fins.
